6 . Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reser¬ 
vations, relaxation Of age limit and other concessions 
required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the 
Scheduled Tribes, Ex-Scrvicemcn and other special 
categories of persons in accordance with the orders 
issued by the Central Government from time to time 
in this regard.

DRAFT RCLES 

1. (1) Short Title and Commencement,—These 
rules may be called the Dchradun Cantonment (Divi¬ 
sion into Wards) Rules.

Ward No, 6 

The bouiidarj' of this ward begins from the junc- 
ctioii of the Cantonment boundary and the KatCha 
Path near Military Engnce:;ing Service Stack Yard 
runs North-East along the maid stream of Bindal 
Nadi upto the boundary Pillar No. 4 which is sit¬ 
uated ai‘ the head of Anarwala Khala. 

From there it runs along the Cantonment boun¬ 
dary through Pillars No. 5 to 26 upto the boundary 
Pillar N6. 27. 

From the Cantonment boundary Pillar No. 27 it 
crosses Tons Nadi South-eastward and joins the 
Bijapur Canal. 

From there the boundary takes a tmn towards 
South-West and runs along Bijapur Canid fill it meets 
Binola Khala. 

From there the boundary takes a turn towards 
West and runs along Bijapur Canal till it meets the 
bridge over Bijapur Canal by the side of Bungalow 
No. 270, 

From there it takes a turn towards South-West 
along Bijapur Canal till it joins the Rikhi Ram Gali, 

From tlterc it runs towards South along Rikhi Ram 
Gali till it joins Biipur road and further runs along 
Birpur road in the Easterly direction and joins the 
bridge over Binola Khala, 

Tlieucc the boundary runs due South along Binola 
KJiaJa and touches the bridge on Rashtriya Indian 
Militury College road. 

From this point it goes eastward along Rashtriya 
Indian Mil'tary College road upto its junction with 
Young Road. Further it goes South along Young 
Road and touches a bridge over Chor Khala neat

From there the boundary takes a turn towards

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From there it takei: a turn tcv/ards East along the 
Katcha Path and touches the starting point of the 
Cantonment boundary near Stack Yard of Military 
Engineermg Service that is the starting point. 

Ward No, 7 

This ward is comprised of 2 pockets namely Forest 
Ke^ca^ch InsUtute and Niniboowaja and Part o)' Garhi. 

(i) Boundary of Forest Research Institute ; The 
boundary of this portion of the ward begins from the 
Cantonment Forest Research Institute boundary 
Pillar No. 129 and luns South-Eastwards in a straight 
line to meet Pillar No. 47. Further it moves along 
the Cantonment Forest Research Institute boundary 
through PDIars No. 46 to 63 upto Cantonment Forest 
Research Institute Pillar No. 64. 

Thence the boundary turns Eastwards along the 
Northern side of Cbakrata road upto Cantonment 
Forest Research Institute boundary Pillar No. 75, 

From there it runs along the Cantonment Forest 
Research Institute boundary through the Cantonment 
Boundary Pillars No. 76 to 128 upto Pillar No. 129 
that is the starting point. 

(ii) Boundary of Nmboowala and Part of Garhi : 
The boundary of this portion of the Ward starts from 
the cantonment boundary Pillar No. 137 and runs 
towards North-East along Ballupur Canal up stream 
till it meets Knulagarh Canal.
